: After referring to the expansion of 
overseas trode and agriculture at 
which the Government was aiming, 
the Premier commented on the im- 
pressive figures he had recited as fol- 
lows: ; 

“You will see from what I have said 
that we are using the services of mil- 
lions of men and women, we are tak- 
ing steps to control tens of millions of 
tons of materials and we are spend- 
ing hundreds of millions in money. 

“In future we expect to make still 
greater efforts and yct there is not a 
single non~belligerent country which 
fecls it is threatenedby this enormous 
accumulation of power. There fs not 
one that feels its independence is in 
danger at our hands. There is not 
one which suspects us of coveting a 
square inch of its territory.” 

The Allies’ war aims, the Premier 
declared, were well-known, but “one 
thing I think is becoming clearer every 
day, not from anything we say but 
from the actions of the Germans them- 
selves. 

FIGHTING FOR ALL 

“That is that we are fighting not 
only for ourselves but for every coun- 
try which is oppressed by the fear 
that some day they may find them- 
selves in the position which has been 
successively occupied by Czecho-Slova- 
ida, Poland and now by Finland.” 

He went. on to disclaim any inten- 
tion to interfere with the independent 
judgment of neutrals, adding only this 
provision: 

“We may and do ask them, whether 
they be small and weak or great and 
powerful, to consider that though’ in 
exercise of und{sputed belligerent 
rights we have to take action which 
causes inconvenience or even Ioss, at 
any rate we have never sunk a net-— 
tral ship, we have never wittingly 
sacrificed a single nettral life.

The Prime Minister was led by these 
considerations to examine. the ques- 
tion of disturbance of neutral trade 
and to reaffirm the British desire to 
see after the war the restoration of a 
freer exchange of goods and services

Britain was not indifferent to neu- 
tral losses nor did she intend to use 
measures taken in prosecution of the 
war for purposes of unfair trade ad- 
vantage in peace.—British Wireless.

The story {s told by one of the 
Germans taking part in the raids, 
As his 'plane banked to the left, he 
said, “machine-gun bullets whistled 
over the Englishman's bow.” 

DIRECT HIT | 

The men on deck ran to the bridge, 
seemingly asking permission to aban- 
don ship, but the skipper “remained 
obdurate.” 

The first bomb whistled Into the sea 
almost at the ship’s stern. As the 
‘plane came ovor the second time, 
doom overtook the ship. A 500-Ib. 
bomb hit the ship, covering the deck 
with wreckage. 

The bridge was torn away and a 
number of men were flung into the 
sea. The airmen saw about 10 
floundering in the sea, seemingly 
afraid of being sucked down by the 
ship as she sank. 

BOILERS BURST 

Fire from the burst boilers swept 
the decks, driving before them four 
men who were trying, to launch two 
of the lfeboats. The ship was help- 
less, wallowed for a few moments, 
and ‘then sank.

‘Nevertheless, there are several 
aspects of our war effort on which we 
can now form an opinion. 

In the first place, it {s dangerous to 
harbour the pleasant belief that we 
can settle down in comfort to a siege 
war on the Western Front disturbed 
only by intermittent air. raids and 
fighting at sea and rely on the block- 
ade to reduce Germany slowly but 
surely to a more reasonable frame of 
mind. 

The picture is an attractive one, for 
{f this were practicable a great amount 
of human suffering would be avoided 
and we should carry on much of our 
business os usual. But we cannot rely 
on this policy to bring about the will 
to peace on any basis we could accept. 

* * » 

In the course of the last war Ger- 
many’s home front collapsed under 
three kinds of pressure: 

(a) Nearly two million deaths in 
battle plus five or six million more 
or less severely wounded. It would 
be difficult to overestimate the ef- 
fect of this constant strain, from 
which there was no intermission, on 
the morale of the people at home. 

(b) A colossal industrial effort as 
the result of which the products of 
coal, iron and steel and chemical in- 
dustries were fired from the gun's 
mouths in a wasteful continuous 
stream; the state of the German 
railways and of industrial plant at 
the end of the war showed how 
badly Germany's equipment had 
deteriorated. 

(c) On top of all this came the 
blockade. It was the last straw 
that broke the German resistance. 
If now there are comparatively few 

casualties and if there is no serious 
gun-fire on the short=200-mile front, 
Germany will have  man-power 
available to develop her industrial 
output, build railways through Po- 
land into Russia, manufacture agri- 
cultural machinery and leave sufficient 
labour on the land to Increase her own 
harvest. . 

Slr William Beveridge has recently 
pointed out that Germany can make 


_... | herself: sufficiently self-supporting in 


food if she has to make no serious 
war effort. If, on the other hand, her 
man-power is strained, for war pur- 
poses, the war pressure reinforced 
by the blockade will become effec- 
tive. 

We in Britain believe that the 
Allies, backed with the economic re= 
sources of the Empire and the U.S.A., 
are economically superior to Germany 
in spite of any help Germany may get 
from Russia. But that superiority will 
only be effective as a form of war 
pressure if we compel Germany to ex~ 
haust her resources,

A second point is that Great Britain 
must prepare to shoulder a larger 
share of the war on land than she is 
now carrying. This is necessary not 
merely on military grounds but fo: 
economic and political reasons. =

date heavier than that of France, 
the war strain on our population is 
definitely less.owing to the fact that 
France’ is fully mobilised and we are 


‘not. 


From the point of view of the maxi- 
mum efficiency of the Allled effort as 
a whole, France has been over- 
mobilised. If the older’ Frenchmen 
could be sent back to the factories and 
fields it would greatly help to swell 
France’s industrial and agricultural 
output. The women of France work 
magnificently; but in the last war her 
food production suffered badly for 
lack of labour. 

France is also capable of bullding 
up an immense aeroplane and muni- 
tions output if she has the man-

power; at present her industries are 
short of labour. 

The political influence of complete 
mobilisation is also important. For the 
strain it involves is likely to lead to 
a demand for a vindictive peace—on 
the mistaken ground that the crush- 
ing of Germany. will prevent war 
happening again. If we believe that 
it, is possible to devise wiser terms 
of peace, we shall be in a stronger 
position to make our view effective 
if our army is comparable in size with, 
that of France when the war ends. 

This relief to France on land should 
not be unduly delayed. The expansion 
of the British Army seems likely to he 
a slow process owing to the fact that 
the demands of other Services—parti- 
cularly the Navy and the Air Force— 
have priority. It is also argued that our 
man-power is not sufftcient to pro- 
vide a large army, in addition .to. our 
Air Force, Navy and Anti-Air Raid 
Precautions, and at the same time to 
maintain a sufficient export trade to 
enable us to import necessary food 
and .war materials.

But this argument cannot be stis- 
tained. In the last war the British 
Empire produced 96 divisions; an army 
of half this size would enable us to 
give relief to France and still leave a

Further, our. population includes 
three million more men of adult age 
than in 1914; many of our work-peo- 
ple are unemployed or under-em~- 
ployed; dilution and the use of female 
labour in the munition factories have 
hardly begun; immense improvements 
have been made in the technique of 
manufacture -of all kinds of weapons 
of war, in ship-buijlding and in agri- 
culture, and this economy of labour 
goes a long way to offset the greater 
complication of modern instruments of 
war, 

Moreover,,it should not be neces- 
sary to hold back British divisions 
until they are equipped to “the last 
button” with full ' British standard 
equipment. Probably no army has 
ever entered the field with the full 
standard equipment which its ad- — 
ministators thought necessary, and it is _ 
certain that’before 12 months are over 
the present War Office standards will

have changed. 

If France and Britain are to be or- 
ganised as.a single unit there is no 
reason why British divisions which 
are to replace French troops should 
not be equipped with 75mm. field guns 
of which France has a large supply 
and a very big output. As I pointed 
out yesterday, the American Army 
fought {n 1918 with French light and 
British heavy artillery. The proposal. 
to standardise and pool weapons of all 
kinds will shock the specialists of both 
Britain and France; but it would im- 
mensely accelerate the date at which 
our strength will make itself felt.

There are a number of other tasks— 
including the building of large num- 
bers of merchant ships under high 
pressure—which must have high 
priority in our war efforts. But I have 
sald enough to indicate the magnitude 
of the job to which we have set our 
hand. 

We cannot tell whether we are des- 
tined after all, to have to face slaugh- 
ter and destruction, or whether — as 
is possible — the fact of our growing 
strength will bring a change of heart 
in Germany. In efther case, it is clear 
that our preparations call for those 
qualities of imagination and driving 
force which served us so well twenty 


years ago.

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REAL LIFE DETECTIVE TRIUMPHS 


. BLOOMSBURY TORSO 
CRIME 


Horribly gruesome was the crime 
that came to light with the discovery 
of a woman’s torso in a gunny sack 
behind the railings of Regent Square 
in Bloomsbury, on the morning of 
Nov. 7, 1917. 

The ghastly thing was enveloped in 
a white sheet, and on a torn bit of 
heavy wrapping paper was crudely 
written the words: "Blodie Belgium.” 
That was all. Identification was out 
of the question. with this headless 
fragment of a human being. Yet there 
was one tiny clue. In the corner of 
the white sheet was a laundry mark, 
“11-H,” done in red cotton. 

Shortly after the original discovery 
the legs were found in a bag at the 
other end of the square. Ten minutes 
after the discovery John Ashely, a 
keen-witted Scotland Yard man, was 
on the case. Later he was to be join- 
ed by Frederick Porter Wensley, an- 
other shining star of the Yard. Be- 
tween them they destined to solve a 
hideous crime.

closed a bloodstained kitchen. 

He denied committing the murder 
but said that he had found the. wo- 
man dead and. covered with blood 
when he came home one night.

London was fill- 
ed with stories of war atrocities at that 
time, and the writing of “Blodie Bel- 
glum” on the paper was evidently for 
the purpose of throwing the police on 
a false scent, 


THE TRIANGLE 

The theory at the trial was that 
Voison had been keeping the two 
women. On the night of the tragedy 
there was an air raid in London and 
Mme. Gerard sought Voison’s cellar 
for safety. She found Mme. Roche 
already there. The further theory was 
that they had quarreled, and this was 
borne out by scratches and signs of 
slight blows on the remains. But in 
the end Voison had killed Mme. Ger- 
ard with some blunt instrument and 


then cut up the body and scattered 
the remains. 

He was promptly convicted and later 
executed for the crime." Mme. Roche 
was discharged on the murder charge, 
but a fresh indictment accused her ‘of 
being an “accessary after the fact.” 
Convicted of this, she was sentenced 
to seven years’ penal servitude. 
fore the end of the first year — the 
horror of the business caused her to 
go hopelessly insane and the remain- 
der of her life was spent in an insti- 
tution for the mentally affected. 


Detectives Ashley and Wensley were 
highly commended by their superiors 
for having solved a murder with only 
a slight clue and without having even 
known the identity of the victim 
when they started.

LONDON, TO-DAY. 


THE RUMANIAN PROBLEM IS ASSUMING THE 
GREATEST IMPORTANCE, AND A REPORT ON 
THE PETROL SITUATION IN RUMANIA IS EX- 
PECTED HERE TO-DAY. 

Prior to deciding on the policy to be adopted in 

* Bucharest, Great Britain and France have en- 
trusted experts with a thorough investigation of 


the matter. . 
The situation appears to be as fol- 
lows: ° 

German-Rumanian agreements pro- 
vide for monthly deliveries of 120,000 
tons of petrol to Germany. 

These quantities have not been 
reaching Germany of late owlng to 
transport difficulties and also to the 
fact that most of the Rumanian oll 
companies are financed by British and 
French capita! and naturally hesitate 
to furnleh the enemy with war sup- 
plies. 

This situation resulted in German 
complaints. 

In order to regularise the situation, 
the Rumanian Government decided to 
place the petrol companies under 
government control. 


BRITISH PRESSURE 


British pressure was brought to 
bear on companies with British and 
French capital in order that = they 
would not supply the enemy. 

The Rumanian Government replied 
to this by new measures, and the de- 
cision to control the oil companics 


was taken before any attempt of an’. 


analysis of the situation by experts. 
CHIEF ELEMENTS 

Government circles in London em- 
phasise that the following elements 
dominate the situation: 

- Firstly, cordial . relations exist be- 
tween Britain and France and Ruman- 
ja;° 

Secondly, In order not to complicate 
Rumania’sa already difficult position 
Britain and France are not objecting 
to enforcement of the Rumano-Ger- 
man trade agreement, but insist 
strongly that the treaty quotes be not 
exceeded; 

Thirdly, both the Allied countries 
are entirely free to exercise their 
right as belligerents to prevent by all 
means at their disposal even treaty 
deliveries of oil from reaching Ger- 
many.—Havas.

‘In a press telegram from 
London under the date Jan. 25 it 
was stated that while the British 
Foreign Office does not wish to 
take advantage of the opportun- 
ity offered by the lapse of . the 
Japanese — American commercial 
treaty to expand exports to Ja- 
pan, the Ministry of Economic 
Warfare and the Treasury feel 
that policy should be guided sole- 
ly by Britain’s need for foreign 
exchange and additional markets. 

“This report is entirely un- 
founded.”—Reuter. 


Capetown, To-day. 

The Premier, General Smuts, 
was frequently interrupted by the 
Opposition when he replied to the 
debate on the Emergency Powers 
Bill in the Assembly yesterday. 

At times, the entire Opposition 
appeared to be shouting or talk- 
ing. 

General Smuts declared that 
anyone who thought the Govern- 
ment had acted because it feared 
an English rebellion, or acted un- 
der pressure of the English sec- 
tion, was living in a dream world. 

Mr. Madely, the Minister of 
Labour, said he was horrified at 
the mere idea of South Africa 
making a separate peace. 

The first reading of the Bill was 
carried.—Reuter.
